Floors must be swep t or mop p ed 
every day and all the furniture and 
wood work kep t free from dust. 
No alum or other astringent shall 
be used in stick form. 
If used at ail 
to stop the (low of blood.it must, fie 
ap p lied in p owder form. 
Combs, razors, clip p ers and scissors 
shall be thoroughly cleansed by dip ­ 
p ing into boiling water or other germ­ 
icide after exery sep arate use thereof

Tuesday the defaulting cashier was 
released on bonds of 120,000 furnished 
by his father-in-law, Henry C. E d ­ 
wards. 
According to rumors circulated at 
Dundee, gambling on the board of 
trade in Chicago is resp onsible for the 
m an’s downfall. ¡It is claimed th a t his 
first efforts on the board were p roduct­ 
ive cf large returns. Within six months 
after he had left his p osition of head 
bookkeep er with the Borden comp any 
and took the p osition of cashier in the 
bank,he began to draw funds for sp ec­ 
ulative p urp oses. It is claimed that he 
kep t his gambling and his living ex­ 
p anses entirely sep arate and that at 
no time did he use more than his 
salary for the sup p ort of his family or 
for his own individual exp enses.

June of 1901, the examiner found his 
first false entry . 
Within a month 
the amount had been rep aid and again 
Wright was even with the surface.
